RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive hamanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—eame into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner stone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the gixth great root-race.

eompleted, and he in turn becomes a Master of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Coamic Life, which Degree is gubdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ehelas or disciples, 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has eanzed the 
great advance in gscientifie, philosgophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to eultivate and embody 
the bighest prineiples of all s8nch 'endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole, 

It is a eommon belief that the fires on the altars of the Aneient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **those who know?” gay this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and eorruption hanging before the hearts of the 
bumanity of this transitory period, shall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all. The time is comparatively eloze at hand 
when the doors of **The Temple of the Mysteries'” shall once more ewing 
ontward. The Site of that once wonderful struefnre has been redigcovered, 
and when the Lord, the Saviour, the Elder Brother of the human race onee 
more reappears to elaim his own, He will find a place prepared for him by 
thoge who, having heard this eall, ** Come over and help us,”'' have faithfully 
responded, and have taken up their share of the burden of responsibility.

THEOGENESTS. 


Commentaries on the Nine New Stanzas of Dzyan, given by the Master 
Morya to the Temple of the People for the New Humanity. 


Stanza VI. Sloka II] (Contimued) 


**Then came the Dhyan Chohans, the Devas of the 
Fourth, those who failed in the third. Said they to the 
Shining Face, *Let us now finish the labor wherein we 
failed. We have learned our lesson.' Then entered they 
the bodies prepared for them.” 


As there is a very close connection between the above sloka and 
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one of the slokas of the ninth Stanza of Anthropogenes1s ( Secret 
Doctrine) we will quote the latter : 

*Secing which, the I.has who had not huilt men, wept, saying : 
The Amanasa®* have defiled our future abodes. This 1s Karma. 
TL.et us dwell in the others. Let us teach them hetter, lest worse 
Should happen. They did. . . . Then all men Þecame en- 
dowed with Manas. They saw the sin of the mundless.. 

The first quoted <loka of the sixth Stanza of "Theogenes1s ind1- 
cates the period which is referred to in the preceding sloka trom 
Anthropogenesis, when the Lhas (one degree of a hierarchy of 
Divine Builders) made a definite connection (incarnation) with 
later sub-races of the Third Root Race. In order to understand 
the rationale of the incarnations of the Dhvan Chohans, Lhas, Devas, 
etc., with semi-human bodies, 1t mav be necessary to gain some hght 
on the suhbject of a Hierarchal line; that. is, of whom and what a 
Hierarchy consists. We have fhrst to hear in mind that there never 
was a beginning, and never can be an end to what is commonly 
termed evolution. There are intervals hetween great ages; that 1s 
all. The Divine Tlierarchies of the Builders” are different orders 
of perfectly evolved <spiritual heings, (the Duilders of our solar 
&vstem as well as of countless other solar <vstems far in advance of 
ours), Deings who have reached their present «<1vine status an 
other planets by processes <milar to those under which the various 
races of this earth are evolving at the present time. 

There are seven clegrees of each Ihierarchy, and <even individual 
Divine Builders, Dhvan Chohans, Lhas, Devas, etc., to each de- 
gree. They bear different names according to the race, nation or 
rel1g1ous svstem winch first recognized or accepted them. While 
we have no authority for stating it, we helieve that the names $0 
o1ven by different races in different ages in reality expressed the 
particular degree of some Fherarchy to which each race was most 
closely related. Consequently, in endeavoring to explain the action 
or status of any one of these degrees we $hall take the liherty of 
1s1Ng the name which has grown familiar to ns. 

In order to make the connection clear hetween the two slokas 
quoted we must refer to a sloka of the Seventh Stanza of Anthro- 
Dogenes1Is, which reads as follows: ©The Sons of Wisdom., the 
Hons of Night, ready for rehirth, came down. They saw the vite 
torms of the First Third. We can choose,” said the Lords, *we 
have wisdom. Some entered the Chhavas [shadows]. Some pro- 
jected a spark. Some deferred till the Fourth. From their own 
Rupa [form] they filled the Kama [lower desires]. Those who 
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entered became Arhats | Masters]. Those who received but a 
Spark remained destitute of knowledge; the Spark burned low. 
astral hodies| were 


The third remained mind-less. Their Jivas 
not ready. 

These were set apart among the Seven. They became narrow - 
headed. The Third were readv. *In these shall we dwell,” sai 
the Lords ot the Flame and of the Dark Wisdom. 

The title The Sons of Wixdoni may be said to he the 
hierarchal des1gnation of the combined Seven degrees of the 
[herarchy. Those who entered were those who refused to incar- 
nate in an early suh-race of the Third Root Race, and the law ol 
Rarma had compelled them to incarnate in a later sub-race. In 
fact that which we term *1nstinct in the present ammal races prob- 
ably corresponds to the degree of intellect those early astral races 
possessed, and 1t was only in the latter part of the third sub-race 
of the Fourth Root Race that primitive man hecame a living soul. 

[t would be a mistake to 1nagine that the Dhyan Chohans, Lhas 
Or Devas lost their 1dentity by reincarnating in those primitive 
races, for many of them were of the higher degrees of the Hier- 
archy. It 1s more reasonable to believe that snch full incarnations, 
or connections, were made by lesser degrees of the same Hierarchy. 

\Ve object to the common understanding of the word incarna- 
tion in this connection, yet one can hardly find a word in the Eng- 
I1sh language that correctly descrihes what appears to be the rela- 
tion established between those Divine Beings and the units of the 
first three races. We may form somewhat of an idea by consider- 
ing the different effects of a current of electricity on different ind1- 
viduals. One person can bear the effects of quite a strong current 
without the slightest inconvenience, while another will be incapaci- 
tated by. a hike current. The difference in the vehicles of trans- 
m1iss10n, the brain and nerve centers through which the current 
must pass, would be the distinguishing marks. As 1t 1s necessary 
to use what in electrical parlance 1s termed a transformer,” to in- 
crease or decrease a current of electricity where a higher or lower 
voltage 1s required, s0 the Hierarchy through which Manasic energy 
must pass to reach objective forms must act m a manner Ccorre- 
Sponding to the *transformer of electrical energy.

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WHAT IS A "LODGE AGENT”? 


Many inquiries have reached headquarters as to just what con- 
Stitutes a *Lodge Agent,” Sometimes termed a Link.” Such an 
\vent forms, as 1t were, a connecting link hetween the lesser M1s- 
ciples of the Great \White Lodge and the particular division of the 
\Tasters who guide the evolution of those individuals to whom they 
are karmically related. There are material correspondences to such 
\gencies in all fhelds of mamifested hfe, 1. e., between the annnal 
and human, and the vegetable and mineral races. 

Some of the disciples of Jesns and also some of the old Prophets 
referred to in the Þthle were in fact Agents of the Masters. MH. P. 
Blavatskv was an Agent of the same group of NMasters who have 
ruded the neophytes of the Temple of the People. Among other 
qualities, to hecome $such an Agent of the Lodge, one must have 
developed the psvclhic senses to the -point where 1t 18 possthle to 
receive and transmt any commumiecation given by the Master or 
\Tasters with whom they are most closelv aligned, and in whatever 
form such communication may he given. [There must also exist a 
trons karmic tie hetween the saul Masters and their Agents, and 
the relation may have heen sustained during many past incarnations. 
There 1s a vast difference between an Avent of the Lodge and a 
<piritualistic medium. The former 1s a <elf-conscious disciple of 
the mo<t intensely alive human heings in the umnverse, and must 
Dass through a dehnite training for that office; while the latter 15 
an unconscious vehicle winch. unhappilv. mav be used by ele- 
mentary forces, or even hy the astral shells of undeveloped or earth- 
hound souls who are no longer in physical hfe, vet who hunger for 
material express1on. 

Lodge Agents must have developed certain brain centers which 
are connected with the psvchic senses. In one sense they are Sixth 
Race people, although there is nothing in appearance to differen- 
tiate them from the race to which they now belong. These particu- 
lar brain centers are even now heing developed in the cases of those 
who are to he the progenitors of the Sixth Race. 


The Master, the Agent and the disciples of any division of the. 


(;reat White Lodge may be likened to a <tring of heads of grad- 
vated size; hut even more may they he likened to the memhers of 


one large family. 

\While the Agents are receivers and transmitters of high spir- 
tual teachings from the \Masters they are the teachers (Gurus, as 
they are termed in Aryan Philosophy) of the body of disciples 
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with whom they are connected, for they must he able to interpret 
and explain <uch teachings; and they are frequently given in svm- 
bol, color and <ound uninterpretable as yet by the said disciples or 
by Others. 

As an Agent and disciple of the Masters, H. P. Blavatsky was 
g1ven the Book of the Golden Precepts, ( practically the hook of rules 
for the gmdance of the Imitiates), from which $she often quoted to 
her own personal d1sciples. One of these quotations indicates the 
relationship which should ex1st hetween a teacher and his or her 
hody of disciples. 

The following are a few excerpts from satid quotation : 

To the carnest disciple his Teacher takes the place of father 
and mother, for, whereas they give him his hody and 1ts faculties, 
its hfe and causal form, the Teacher shows him how to develop 
the inner faculties for the acquisition of Eternal \Wisdom.” As 
the limbs defend the head and heart of the hody they helong to, $0 
have the disciples to defend the head and heart of the body they 
helong to, from injury.” | In this instance the hody 1s the Temple 
of the People and the philosophy taught therein. 

*As the members of the hody <o are the disciples to each other 
and to the head and heart which teach and nourish them.” 

Dut 1t must not he understood that disciples must detend or en- 
dorse the wrong acts of each other, or in any way to use their 
co-discipleship for personal aggrandizement or material henefhts. 
If occasion arose, they should even defend their co-disciples from 
the effects of their own selfisch and unhrotherlv thoughts an acts. 

An Agent of the Lodge 1s under the strongest poss1hie pledges 
to the Lodge, and the wilful misuse of power or knowledge brings 
a swift retribution, and also involves them in the karma of those 
who have snffered from such misuse. The tie hetween teacher and 
disciple is a very sacred one and cannot he lightly ignored by either 
one or the other without sad results.
